wrere sent im m ediately to the crash 
scene. 
B ecause 
of the rocky 
terrain 
covered with thick brush it w as 
expected to be m any hours before 
rescu ers could reach the scene.

took three days for ground crew s 
to reach the w reckage of the plane 
th a t c rash ed last October but re s­ 
cuers w ere expected to be helped 
by experience gained in that o p e ra ­ 
tion.
